North  Richland  Hills,  T  X  76180.  as  Lessor,  and  Chesapeake  Exploration,  LLC.  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,P.O.  Box  18486,  Oklahoma  City, 
Oklahoma  73154.  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion 
of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  Jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.     In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  (he  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:
